Park Street, and that these plans 
were started three years ago. 

Hanke and member Bob Michelson 
were two of the many town officals 
who were present at the meeting, 
which had to be held in the Civil 
Defense room of the Town Hall, for 
lack of space elsewhere. 

Other officials present, in addi- 
tion to all the members ofthe Plan- 
ning Board, included John Brooks, 
Charles Black and Wavie Drew, 
Selectemen, Carlos Gubellini and 
George Boylan of the Finance Com- 
mittee, Waldo Stevens and Arnold 
Blake of the Water Commissioners 
and Principal Assessor Stanley 
Webber, 

Raymond was told by Chairman 
Bob Evans of the Planning Board 
that his board would require about 
10 acres to be set aside from the 
proposed 180 home development, 
for the purpose of playgrounds, 


The land required for the school, 
according to Hanke, would be in 
the neighborhood of 10 or 12 acres 
and would be southerly from Park 
Street, Evans also indicated the 
same area, which in effect meant 
that the area south of Park Street 
was being proposed to be reserved 
for the town, 

Raymond made no direct object- 
ions to the proposals, but did en- 
quire as to the decision as to 10 
acres for a playground, Evans 
explained that he was working ona 
“10%? rule, which the board had 
used previously, and which he, in 
a meeting with other Planning 
Board officials, from all over the 
state, last Saturday, had found was 
to be the common opinion of those 
officials, 

Quoted to Mr Raymond by Mrs 
Jeanne Gifford, Planning Board 
member, were excerpts of the 
report of Economic Development 
Associates planning report of four 
or five years ago, which showed 
some of the planning for the area,

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WILMINGTON ONE OF STATE’S TOP TEAMS 


Wilmington, in defeating Chetmus- 

ford 18 to 0, last Saturday, became 
the top team in the State of Massa~ 
chusetts, in Class C, with 15 games 
without a defeat, 

The game was the first win for 
the Wildcats over the Chelmsford 
Lions since World War Il, It was 
the Lion’s first loss of the season, 
and it put Dickie Allard up in the 
list of top players in the State. 

The game saw the Wilmington line 
playing terrific defense, Alble Hall 
was the outstanding lineman, but he 
had with him players who were 
just as good - Cotter, Fairfield, 
Fuller, Gillis and Bill Ballou, 

Allard repeatedly reeled offyard- 
age in a ‘keeper’ play, after he 
found that the Chelmsford defense 
was always assigning two men to 
LHB Jackie Bowen, He made the 
first touchdown, and took part in 
the other’ two, 

Jackie Bowen, in spite of the at- 
tention given him by the Chelms- 
ford defense, made 76 yards inhis 
ball carrying. 

In the first play of the game End 
Dave Babine, who received the ball, 
almost made a touchdown unaided, 
Only the safety player for Chelms- 
ford stood between Babine and the 
goal, when he was brought down at 
the Chelmsford 40 yard line, 

Wilmington ran into a stout de- 
fense in the first quarter, with the 
ball passing back and to the two 
teams, as either were unable to 
gain yardage. Bill Cotter and Hall 
spoiled several Chelmsford plays, 
and Allard finally passed to Dave 
Fuller, to open up the game. Per- 
dicaro and McLaughlin made a 
first down, and Allard and Bowen 
made two more, after which the 
quarter ended, 

In the second quarter it was Bo- 
wen and Peridicaro. until on the 
1ourth down Auard began his keep- 
er play, which carried the ball to 
the 4 yard line, In the next play 
Allard was over, in a line plunge, 
Hall, Bevilacqua and Page kept 
Chelmsford tied up, after the kick- 
off, and they were forced to punt, 
with Wilmington taking over deep 
in its own territory. Bowen and 
Allard picked up yardage, but a 
clipping penalty on Wilmington led 
to a punt which was blocked, and 
Chelmsford took ove on Wilming- 
ton’s 30. 

‘Again the Wilmington defense held 
and the half ended the play with 
the score 6 - 0 for Wilmington, 

Tie beginnnng of the third quar- 
ter saw Bevilacqua recover te 
ball, when Chelmsford fumbled on 


| its own 45 yard line at the kickoff, 


It was at this time that Chelmsford 
nad its only real oftensive ot tne 
game, during whch Fairfield was 
injured, 

Jackie Bowen intercepted a pass 
on Wilmington’s 40 yard line, and 
after Allard had again made two 
runs around left end, Bowen, on 
the fourth down, dropped back to 
kick, but spotting Dave Fuller in 
the clear, converted his play into 
a fine 30 yard pass, which gave
